Santiago de Cuba, Jan. 20.—United 
States military authorities in Havana 
have cabled the Santiago department an 
order directing that not a cent of the 
customs receipts of the department is to 
be expended without the permission of 
Governor General Brooke. 
The order 
also directs that the greater part of the 
sanitary work performed shall be done 
without money pay and for rations 
merely. 
The directions regarding the customs 
funds have not yet been made generally 
known. 
As most people, relying upon 
a recent »ispatch from Dr. Joaquin Cas­ 
tillo, now in Washington, have regarded 
this point as definitely settled in favor 
of Santiago, it has been considered ad­ 
visable thus far not to allow the order 
in question to become public, lest there 
be a renewal of the popular excitement 
provoked by the issuance of the original 
order for the concentration of customs 
at Havana. 
Intelligent Cubans, who are in posses­ 
sion of the facts, however, are greatly 
worried over the situation, as are also 
the Americans, for this and other recent 
orders virtually reduce the military gov­ 
ernor of the department to a mere auto­ 
maton. 
Such a policy as is now suggested, re­ 
garding the work of sanitation, might 
have beeu 
applicable in July and 
August last, but is certainly not under 
the changed conditions today. 
Y ery likely the sanitary conditions at 
Havana now resemble those of Santiago 
then. 
In any event, letters and dis- 
j»atches received from the capital show 
dense ignorance regarding the province.

name anyway?” and when he heard it 
bis manner altered at once, and he ex­ 
claimed, “ V\ hat, and are yon the son of 
tho great American missionary Daniel 
Lindley?” .My friend gladly pleaded 
guilty to this charge, and tho surly 
Boer became at onco the most hospitabfe 
friend and begged forgiveness for hia 
rudeness. As they rode together toward 
the road which my friend was seeking 
the Boer recounted with grateful satis­ 
faction the many good deeds performed 
ny the eider Lindley, but of them all 
the best to him was that represented by 
a sound thrashing he had once received 
at the hands of this venerable mission« 
ary. For it appeared that this particular 
Boer in his youth had been sent to a 
school taught by Lindley; that the 
Dutchman was noted for his size and 
strength and had bragged of his capac­ 
ity to down the teacher, and had actu­ 
ally sought the opportunity by refusing 
obedience. But he soon learned that he 
had made a gross mistake, for this par­ 
ticular missionary was also a noted ath­ 
lete and gave him such a hiding w ith a 
bullock whip that the young giant roar­ 
ed for mercy before the whole school.

Colorado Springs is a pictur­ 


esque city at th e foot of P ik es Peak 


whose lofty cloud-crow ned peak can be 


discerned plainly through a rift in the 


clouds.

day sessions yesterday, 
W ith the busi­ 
ness of electing the senator out of the 
way, everything has settled down to 
strictly legislative business, and every­ 
thing is moving rapidly. 
The senate session lasted but 40 m in­ 
utes, and little was accomplished, due 
to the fact that the committees are too 
slow in making reports. 
Adjournment 
was had until today, that committees 
might consider numerous measures uow 
before them. 
The tim e of the house’s first session 
was consumed by a lengthy aud heated 
argument on Mr. Barlow’s bill giving 
the state the right to obtain an injunc­ 
tion against “habitual” offenders of the 
law, and making further offenses amena­ 
ble to the laws governing eoutempt of 
court. 
A person under tbir-law would 
not have to be convicted for any one 
offense, but if in the opinion of the 
judge he is guilty, be is confined in jail, 
without trial, for such a time as fixed iu 
contempt cases. 
Mr. Knotts and Mr. 
Huff took the principal stand against 
the bill, declaring that to deprive any 
mau of the right of trial by jury was un­ 
constitutional. 
Tho bill was aimed at 
the Roby racetrack gamblers, to whom 
tho jury system has little or no fr;tr. 
The arguments of Messrs. Knotts and 
Huff prevailed, however, and the bill 
was lost—Ayes, 45; nays, 46. 
Mr. Iledgecoek’s amendment to the 
Linck antitrust law was favorably re­ 
ported, and is said to make the law a 
strong card in the hands of the attorney 
general. 
Mr. Strong introduced a bill appro­ 
priating $100,000 for a residence iu Indi­ 
anapolis for the governor of Indiana. 
Mr. Furness’ bill appropriating $15,- 
000 annually for providing discharged 
convicts of the state prison or reforma­ 
tory with clothes aud some money wa«- 
passed. 
Only three bills engaged the attention 
of tho house iu the afternoon session, 
and one of t hem was passed. 
It requires 
the county commissioners to have on 
file specifications for contracts to be let 
by the county. 
On the second reading of Mr. Shide- 
ler’s convict labor bill, so much discus­ 
sion was raised that the m atter wa- 
made sjieeial order for tomorrow. 
On the second reading of the bill to 
reduce the subsidy which a county or 
township may be allowed to make to 
railroads, an amendment was made by 
Mr. Artman to repeal the law authoriz­ 
ing the giving of subsidies and leave all 
such contributions to voluntary sub­ 
scription. 
This was opposed on the 
ground that a majority of the citizeus 
could make an appropriation for any 
such improvement as a railroad if they 
so pleased. 
Several other amendments 
were introduced, but all tho amend­ 
ments, including that of Mr. Arman, 
were tabled. 
Adjourned. 
This morning was given over to dis­ 
cussion of the township reform bilL
